with the hired hand; they should not 
be required to get up until 5 o'clock in 
the morning and should be allowed to 
quit at 6 at night. 
He thought there 


was no trouble to keep good hands if 
they were treated right. Twenty dol- 
lars a month with all that goes with It 
to the farm hand is equal to $40 a 
month in town; it is ail net profit ex- 
cept the expense for clothes. 


Does Not Average Over Ten Hours. 
Mr. Ziegler contended that, taken 


summer and winter, the farm hand 
does not average over ten hours a day. 
In the winter he does not work over 
seven hours a day. 


Not a Manager. 


Mr. Harrold thought that four-fifth 


of the farmers were not in a condition 
to furninsh buildlnga for their hands;

British Guiana Rubber Company, ar- 
rived here a day or so ago 
from 


Georgetown, British Guifina. 
He has 


traveled extensively In Venezuela, and 
was at Caracas when the present trou- 
ble first broke out in the country. Mr. 
Stokes was seen at the Hotel Imper 
ial. 
Speaking of the conditions ex 


istlng in Venezuela, he said: 


"I do not think there is any caus 


for alarm in the little dispute in Yen 
ezuela although it is seriously damag 
\]fig to trade. 
My line of business is 


almost completely tied up, so far as 
Venezuela is concerned. 
The block- 


ade by the allies seems to be the only 
serious phase of the situation at pres 
ent. 
A section of the boundary be- 


tween Venezuela and British Guiana 
Was being guarded by Venezuelan sol- 
diers when I left a month ago because 
It seems that President Castro is sus- 
picious of the British possession. 
The 


soldiers at his command are the most 
wretched-looking creatures It is pos- 
Bible to seet anywhere. 
They arc
